The Crowd Fied in Terror. 

Although it was Sunday evening, there | 
were probably two hundred persons on 
the concourse waiting for trains. The 
bolting car crossing the concourse at the 
eastern end of the platform, most of these } 
panic-stricken persons made for the west- | 
ern end, and scrambled through the doors 
into the waiting room as quickly as they | 
could. 

Hysterical and going from one fainting | 
spell into another, Mrs. Landi was taken | 
into the waiting room a the northwest- | 
ern end of the building, Doctors were 
sent for from the nearest hospitals. At| 
a late hour last night they were still} 
working to save her life and that of an-| 
other, still unborn. The Landis were 
married six months ago. 

Detective Sergeant Deering happened to} 
be in the Grand Central] Station when the 
wreck occurred. He lost no time in get- | 
ting news of the accident to the Grand 
Central Sub-Station and the East Fifty-| 
first Street Station, and the reserves were 
soon on the spot. Capt.,Stevenson of the 
Grand Central Station Fed a hard time | 
to keep the crowd in check, 

While yet the wrecking crew was work- | 
ing to get the car out of the way, the! 
shrill cry of a woman echoed through the | 
train shed. Some one had telephoned to | 
Landi’s sister that her brother had beer

When the wrecked car had been pulled 
back an investigation into the cause, of 
the accident was begun by Supt. Richard

692 East 183d Street, Brakemen Edward 
Conery of 560 West Fifty-eighth Street, -

Engineer Fitzgibbons had cut loose from 
the train at Forty-seventh Street. That 
is the custom. The six cars which were 
to make up the Adirondack and Montreal 
express were there switched to Track 
11. Such cars are controlled by a safety 
device called by trainmen a ‘“‘ gooseneck.” 
This is a continuation of the air brakes. 
and is operated by a valve. With this 
device the trainmen can bring the train 
to a stop by releasing the air and setting 
the brakes, the air tanks being full when 
the engine leaves the cars. The acciuent 
is said to have been caused by the re-| 
fusal of the airbrake to work.

Supt. Slater said that the airbrakes | 
must have refused to work. He said that} 
the cars were usually shunted to their) 


tracks in the same way as last night, and 
that no accident had ever before oc- 
curred. He said it would be necessary to 
examine the crew in order to ascertain 
who was responsible. 

Capt. Stevenson said that he saw no 
reason for making an arrest at once, ana | 
that, as nearly as he could figure it out, | 
it .had been an unavoidable accident. |

His subject was ‘“ The Soul of the Peo- 
ple,’’ meaning the soul 
people or the National personality. 

While declaring himself an optimist, and 
beginning his lecture with a quotation 
that “Better than is to-day has 
been” for his text, Mr. Ivins declared 
later with great vehemence against 
power wielded by men of great wealth, 
and the establishment of monopolies. 

Mr. Ivins gave it as his belief 
Americans are the best product of 
past and the finest promise of the 
ure. Underlying the National character 
he found, he Said, the natural character-

a@ reaction so powerful as to threaten the 
foundations of our National character. It 
seems to me often that for all our lower 
wants and interests the whole people are

thought of its mischievousness when 
wrongly got and wrongly spent. 

“And one thing which I believe I dis- 
cover with great precision, is that as a 
Nation we are too far away from the 
spiritual, too near the physical and the 
sensual. 

‘““With every people in the world be- 
fore ourselves there has always been 
something that has been sacred, and it 
seems to me that there must, if a people 
fs to endure, always be some one thing 
which is sacred to the National con- 
science. But what is it that is sacred to 
us? Theclaw? Well, we are probably 
more disregardful of law tt any other 
people in the world. The Church? There 
is no Church. Property? Possibly. Still, 


I think what we hold most sacred is the 
ennobling power of work, and deep down 
beneath everything else, I believe our 
Nation has a@ sovereign and a saving ideal 
of righteousness—that finaly that is the 
thing that sacred to us, and in the 
fecling of revulsion that.is sweeping oyer 
the land to-day I find the expression of 
the feeling that, let things look as they

China at best is more of a puzzle 
@ven than Russia. In the latter coun- 
try there is in normal times rapid com- 
munication by rail and telegraph; there 
is a rather rudely organized but ex- 
perienced Central Government; and 
there is a commercial and ‘industrial | 
system less developed than in the rest | 
of Europe, but on similar lines. The |

different from that of any neighboring 
people, and whose traditions, impulses, |

I know all about the business of the 
money kings who make colossal fortunes ¥ 
out of the sweat of my brow I may even, 
if I happen to be lucky enough to handle 
the cash of my lodge, chapel, or associa- 
tion, take a dabble in the stock which is 
suffering from the effects of my strike— 
marked down price, to rise when I care 
to return to work. The rest of the people, 
cranks, like writers, artists, poets, sculpt- 
students, &c., do not figure in my 
cosmogony, unless they pander to my van- 
ity, by drawing hairy monstrosities and, 
labeling them trusts or plutocrats, or 
writing poems about the ‘‘ Man with the 
Hoe,” (waiting for the dinner horn.) 
Sometimes one of these plutocrats be- 
comes a philanthropist and makes a great 
display of his guins by giving. Do I ap- 
preciate? Not by a canful! Where did he 
get all the millions? What right has ‘he to 
True. Ener- 
gy, thrift, and perseverance! True. Fore- 
sight and several other old-fashioned 
qualities which I know all about, but do 
not care to cultivate, for fear of getting 
ahead of my _  fellow-craftsmen, which 
woujd be contrary to the true spirit of 
unionism. Such men, flaunting their mill- 
fons in our faces, are making us, the 
Great American Working Men, Socialists 
or Anarchists. This is what the tail— 
quite a wag—says. The farriers sometimes 
bite oft puppies’ tails, or give them a 
fancy curl by shutting them in the door! 
Most any dog can wag an abbreviated 
tail. The open shop is a good farrier.
